HE 30th annval convention of the Pacific Coast District of the 

International Longshoremen’s Association has just concluded 
one of its most important sessions. Under the progressive leader- 
ship of Harry Bridges, District President, the TILA has made great 
strides forward during the past year in strengthening and con- 
solidating the most powerful and influential labor organization, 
numbering 20,000 members now, on the West Coast. After beating 
back repeated attempts of the shipowners and the Industrial As- 
sociation to smash it through lockouts, after emerging from the 
historic 1936-37 strike which helped win the seamen’s demands 
and strengthened the Maritime Federation, the ILA has turned 
its attention to asssisting the organization of the unorganized 
(warehousemen, cannery and agricultural workers, and Los An- 
geles teamsters) and to the support of the CIO program of indus- 
trial unionism and maintaining labor unity. 


CiO AND LABOR PARTY 

Yne ILA convention demonstrated that the longshoremen are 
one of the most progressive and advanced sections of the labor 
movement, and are becoming increasingly conscious of the role 
they can play, now that they have won comparatively favorable 
working conditions, to strengthen the forces of the whole labor 
movement on the economic and political field. The convention 
decision to throw its full support to the CIO and for the building 
of a National Maritime Federation is an example of this. Anoiher 
example, even more significant, is the convention decision favoring 
independent political aciion by labor, endorsing Labor's Non-Par- 
tisan League, and calling for affiliation to the Washington and 
Oregon Commonwealth Federations and to any local movements 
for independent political action. This strengthens the fight for a 
National Farmer-Labor Party, and is a step forward as compared 
to the 1936 convention, which turned down similar resolutions 
presented by San Francisco delegates.
